The Tamarind. 


This tree in indigenous in various 


mrta of Africa and India, und it grows 
urild in several parts of the Enst Indian 
Islands. It is a handsome tree, 00 to ft 
feet in height. Its compound leaves of 
;en to twenty pairs of Hinull oblong leaf 
ctsforma Ueriso foliage. The flower 
arc white when thoy first open, but soon 
,urn 
yellow. Tlie fruit is iin indehis- 


cent legume or pod, 3 to 0 inches lone 
straight or Bornevvlmt curved, and witl 
i hard, brittle exterior tihell. The seeds 
rom four to twelve in number, are 
each surrounded l>y a tough, pepper; 
membrane, outside of which, between 
it and the shell, there is a firm, juie' 
icid pulp, traversed hy Htrong woody fa 
Mrs, which start from tlie fruit etalk 
The ripeness of tho fruit is known b; 


c bnttlenens of the putxide shell. 
In tho West Indies its fruit ie picked 


leprived of its shell, and packed ii 
casks, and boiling sirup is poured ove 
iliem until the vessel is full; when cool 
the packnge is headed up and is ready 
for market. 


A better kind, rarely found in market 


is prepared by packing the shell fruit iu 
stone jars with alternate layers of su 
?ar. 


The pulp has a brisk acid taste, modi 


fied more or less by the amount of su 
<arnsed; it contains turturie, citric, am 
Dther acids, and some principle not wel 
ascertained, which gives it a laxative 
property. Tamarinds are used in trop- 
ical countries to prepare a refreshinj 
drink by retiring boiling water over tin 
fruit. This drink is also used as a Inx 
ative and refrigerant in fevers. The 
wood is useful for timber, and makes 
fine charcoal. The shell of the Beet 
dontuins tannin, and the kernels art 
used no food iu Ind ia in times of scarcity

A Camper's Ckmlp. 


"Camping out?" said the man whom 


nobody suspected of ever having camped 
out. "Yes. I lived out of doers once 
over a year, and that without a tent, 
A bit of drilling a little longer than an 
ordinary sheet answers as well as a tent, 
especially when you're alone and much 
on the move. And; by the way, I no- 
ticed at the Paris Exposition a Dutch or 
Belgian idea for a bivouac, which I re- 
garded as my own, considerably elabo- 
rated. The tents were mere shelter 
cloths stuck up at an angle, and the 
cloth which sheltered each man could 
on the march be worn asan outer water- 
proof garment. Under the shelter waa 
dug a shallow trench, over that a light 
netting, and on that was placed the sol- 
dier's blanket for a bed. A regular tent 
is a bother unless you take a servant 
along to pitch-it, and a servant in out- 
and-out mountaineering is often a greater 
bother than a tent. I learned my camp- 
ing science through actual experience, 
and as I progressed in knowledge I com- 
menced throwing awny superfluous bag- 
gage. You may depend on this, that the 
more you carry with you the greater will 
be your troubles and vexations, Tho 
science of camping out is to learn to do 
with as little as possible. I reduced my 
camp kitchen nt lost to a frying pan, 
coffee pot, tin cup, and small tin pail. 


My camp-grounds for six months were 


in the primeval forests of the Upper 
Sierra Nevadas. You must have ft gen- 
uinely wild country to enjoy out-of-doors 
to perfection. It is a second-hand arti- 
cle to camp on or near cultivated lands, 
and be arrested, niaybo, for burning a 
few rotten sticks of timber. Better live 
in tho house in the land of houses. In 
choosing a good camping spot you must 
have three things—grass for the animal, 
wood for fuel, and water. After four 
o'clock in the afternoon it's never nufe in 
an unknown country to pass by a spot 
combining these three requisites and 
take the chances of finding another. 
More than once I came to grief by push- 
ing on in order to make a few more 
iimes, and at nightfall found myself miles 
from a spring. Wo human beings, little

The whole operation 
need not take over five minutes. The 
result of this wash is the blood is brought 
to the surface of the skin and made to 
circulate evenly throughout the body.

Tho Mosquito's BUI. 


The bill of a mosquito isa complete in- 


stitution. It is admirably calculated to 
torment. The bill has a blunt fork at 
the end, and is apparently grooved. 
Working through the groove, and pro- 
jecting from the center of the fork, is a 
lance of nerfect form, sharpened with a 
bevel. Beside it the most perfect lance 
looks like a handsaw. On either side 
of this lance two saws are arranged, with 
the points fine and sharp, and the teeth 
well defined and keen. The backs of 
these saws play against the lance. When 
the mosquito alights with its peculiar 
hum, it thrusts in its keen lance, and 
then enlarges the aperture with the two 
saws, which play beside the lance until 
the forked bill with its capillary arrauge- 
ment for pumping blood can be Inserted. 
The sawing process Is what grates upon 
the nerves of the victim, and causes him 
to strike wildly at the sawer. The irri- 
tation of a mosquito bite is undoubtedly 
owing to those saws. It is to be hoped 
that the mosquito keeps his surgical in- 
struments clean, otherwise it might be a 
means of propagating blood diseases. 


A Handsome Table-Cover. 


It is of fine gray ladies' cloth, one and 


a half yards square, hemmed nearly all 
around, and decorated in the following 
manner: With a piece of chalk draw 
the outline of a vine running all around 
the cloth, about two inches from the 
edge; then cut, from dark green cloth, a 
large number of ivy leaves. Different 
sizes of real English ivy leaves answer 
for patterns, and the imitation ones wi'i 
look very natural. Place at unequal dis- 
tances apart, along each side of the vine, 
marked with a large cluster in each cor- 
ner, and a simple spray running around 
the cloth. Tack them all on first, then 
fasten each leaf down by button hole 
stitching around the edge with zephyr 
the same shade as the leaves. The stitch- 
ing need not be very close together. 
Then work the vine with dark Drown 
Berlin wool, simple over and over 
stitches, and the cfleet is really pretty.

„ we inay need, are cumbrous crea- 
tures, and dreadfully hedged in by all 
sorts of wants. What un ndvuntage it 
would be if an army could travel with 
no morn baggage than a flock of wild 
geese. Nor is u tolerably decent camp- 
ing place SB easily found in a wild coun- 
try. I hud to learn to guard against 
dead trees. Old forests are full of them. 
It is unpleasant, after unpacking and 
mayhap having just eaten your supper, 
on commencing to look at yoursurronnd- 
ings with that comfort and ink-rest 
which comes after u heartv meat, to see 
some rotten forest giant loaning threat- 
eningly in your direction and apparently 
ready to tumble; or to glance upwards 
and find an immense dead limb snapped 
off and hanging over you by a splinter, 
like the sword of Damocles. Two or 
three times I had my camp more or less 
burned up from making the iire in beds 
of dead leaves. It hurries one back 
from an evening stroll to see u suspic- 
ious cloud of smoke floating oft" from the 
direction of your temporary home, and 
to know that your blankets uud saddle 
are in the midst of of it. 


When I was green at camping i was 


always losing my tilings in the grass. 
No place more than out-of-doors de- 
mands a place for everything and every- 
thing in its place. You lay >our knife 
carelessly upon tho ground and it's gone 
—forever. Ditto your match box. Nice 
predicament for a man to be in, twenty 
miles from the nearest town without 
matches! I systematized things at, 
by means of a system of little bugs. 
Sugar, salt, pepper, tea, coffee, ineul and 
bread each hud a separate bag, and my 
first m<ffd on unpacking was to pick out 
a spot, tread tho grass udown and range 
these bags in ft line upon it. I had a 
bag for everv thing, even to dry kind- 
lings, and no Img was ever allowed to stir 
from its place. Another of the green 
camper's perils is that of having his 
camp swept by the horse's picket lino or 
lariat. You tether him unthinkingly 
near you, and perhaps just as your soli- 
tary supper Is ready yourjhorso concludep 
to mako a move to get a fresh bite, and 
his taut line comes sweeping over your 
camp, upsetting the coll'ee pot, dragging 
the fire about, and possibly carrying you 
along with the debris. Yes, there are a 
great many little things to be learned in 
camping out. Moot boys in starting out 
carry a pound or so of iron in the shape 
of a revolver slung at the waist. I soon 
learned to discard that and substitute a 
hatchet. You will use the hatchet many 
thousand times where you may tho pistol 
once, and it won't go off by accident and 
shoot you or anybody else. Your hatchet 
in the wiuHl-liolt is ulwuys on hand to 
••hop tent-pegs or poles, to chip off burk 
for fuel, to cut green willow sticks for 
broiling meat on live coals, and in case 
of danger it's no contemptible weapon 
for attack or defence. Tons and ton* of 
iron in tho shape of six-shooters »hnve 
been carried by men in unwttltd coun- 
tries, and where one has boon of any 
real servive ten liava needlessly, through 
carelessness or whisky, killed ormuimeil 
others, and all have proved inciim- 
Imvnces. Of course, I want iv good shot- 
gun or rifle, though in my experience 
I have found the fowling piece the most 
useful, because, while in the woods, I 
hud other business than to hunt big 
gnm«, and the shotgun proved the nan- 
dier in picking up quail, rubbit, grouse 
or duck, which guve mo many ineuls. 
As for bread, I made a loaf last me u 
week, but then I found a game diet to 
agree with inemuch better in the moun- 
tains than in the city. I used to carry a 
little butter, and sometimes at night, 
when wakeful, the luxury of bread with 
butter and sugar spread thereon would 
present itself so temptingly .to my imagi- 
nation that I havearisen, eaten a slice no 
prepared, found it delicious, eaten an- 
other, found it better than the first, and 
so kept on eating until there was no more 
bread, butter or sugar left. Had I been 
within a mile of a store where these ar- 
ticles were kept I should have cared 
nothing for them. 'Tis distance lends 
enchantment to the taste us well as the 
eye. But I was a sybarite com pared to 
men I have met in the mountains. I 
have known fellows who would start out 
on a prospecting tour and make a couple 
of home baked oiscuit lust them for two 
days.

SCHOOL OOVKUX.MKNT, 


School government is now receiving 


much more attention than in former 
years. It is only within the past few 
yearrt, that the aubject of discipline in 
school has received tho consideration 
that its importance demands. 


Formerly, pupils conducted them- 


selves very nearly after the desire of 
their own hearts, at least tho bounds 
set wore very liberal, and what would 
now be considered a well governed 
school was then seldom been. Teach* 
era, however, are awakening to the im- 
portance of this subject. At almost 
every institute, convention or associ- 
ation, the theme of school manage" 
incut in some form is discussed. Not- 
withstanding nil this move teachers 
fail in this particular than in anything 
else. A failure on the. part of teachers 
to understand tho object of discipline 


as prevented more rapid improve* 
nent in that direcUo'i. They to'o 
ften consider older useful, only in 
hilt, it enables pupils to si inly, and 
,hat it gives thorn an opportunity to 
tear recitations without boiug dis- 
.urbcd, 


To secure this end, they not lint, 


frequently employ means, tlml foster 
n their pupils the habit of falsehood. 
J'he prime object of school govern- 
ment should be the moulding of char-> 
aster, and tho formation of correct 
liabil.s and manners. When wo con- 
sider, that the school room is the prin- 
cipal place where a majority of child- 
ren are brought in contact with society 
outside of their own homes, wo must 
d«e, that here they form habits '.n their 
blaring towards others, that will cling 
to them through life. 
Thu habit of 


obedience is the ilrst, that should be 
lixed upon every child. This may bo 
accomplish! d by giuniiin the cliild'a 
contiileime and Jove, aud by teaching 
him to act, Jiom motives of respect for 
his teauher, hU class mates and him- 
self. Thou;h loice may sometime be 
nccess try to sacuro obedience ard pro- 
tect tho school from injury, the offend- 
er himself will be little 
benelitted 


thereby. Ano'.her object of discipline 
is to cultivate euR» of rammer, u prop- 
er bearing towards superiors, a ju.st 
consideration fur inferiors, self respect
